State Education Boosts Said Not Enough 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-A two- 
year budget providing a 30 per cent 
increase for higher education is not 
enough, four university presidents 
have told a legislative subcommittee. 
The presidents of Ohio State, 
Cleveland State, Bowling Green and 
Central State expressed concern that 
the $797 million general subsidy 
portion of the $1,023 billion Democratic 
budget bill would not meet minimum 
continuation levels. 
However, the chairm an of the 
education section of the House Finance 
Committee, Robert Jaskulski, D-ll 
Garfield Heights, was unmoved. 


“They’re going to have to look among 
themselves as to where they can hold 
the line,*’ he said following the three 
and a half hour hearing Monday. 


Dr. James A. Norton, chancellor of 
the Board of Regents, told the com­ 
mittee last week the eight per cent 
increase in the general subsidy was 
$11.7 million below a stay-even level. 


Hollis A. Moore, president of 
Bowling Green, said 
instructional 
grants should be increased “by at least 
the 9.5 per cent in 1975-76 and 9 per cent 
in 1976-77 as recommended by the 
chancellor and not the 8 per cent in­ 


corporated rn the bill.” 
The president of Cleveland State, 
Walter Waetjen, went further. “Our 
quality will slip if we do not receive a 
minimum ll per cent,” he said, “and 
that would be a continuation budget.” 


Moore, who is chairman of the Inter­ 
university Council, also asked that the 
$50 ceiling on student general fees, 
established in 1968, be increased to at 
least $75. 


“The present limit on the general fee 
must be lifted,” he said. “Programs 
and services financed in our several 
universities by this fee have ex­ 


perienced an inflationary cost no 
different from other aspects of the 
universities.” 


Dr. Harold Fnarson, president of 
Ohio State, told the legislators the 
“public image of higher education is 
that it faces stable, even declining 
enrollments: and that all we need is 
the same money to do next year what 
we did the year before.” 


“Not so,” he insisted. “OSU has 4.5 
per cent —4 .OOO— more students this 
biennium than last.” 
“I would put dollars for instructional 
subsidies ahead of dollar for non-credit 


on his budgetary priorities. 
Waetjen gave the committee the 
same message: “I feel that (the bill > is 
now so under-funded that we have to 
put the money that is there in the in­ 
struction subsidy.” 


The president of Central State 
University, Lionel Newsom, told the 
subcom m ittee the predominantly 
black school’s needs “are greater than 
the continuation budget you provide.” 


Although Newsom noted he was not 
asking for disaster relief funds, the 
Xenia campus was heavily damaged 


last spring by the tornado which swept 
the city. 


The Board of Regents has asked the 
legislature to consider a $1.3 billion 
budget which earmarks $809 million 
for the general subsidy. Gov. James 
A. Rhodes will make his budget 
proposals early next month. 


The presidents of Wright State, 
Akron, Toledo, Youngstown, Cin­ 
cinnati, Miami, Ohio University and 
Kent State also attended the hearing. 
The Board of Regents is scheduled 
before the subcom m ittee 
again 
Wednesday.

Panel Redrafts Rhodes Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An Ohio 
House Ways and Means subcommittee 
went to work today to redraft Gov. 
James A. Rhodes proposed $2.5 billion 
bond issue to help rejuvenate cities 
and make other capital improvements 
throughout the state. 
At the same time, the House 
Economics and Federal Relations 
Committee planned to hear more 
testimony on a proposed constitutional 
amendment to help provide more 
housing. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
continued its deliberations on the 
governor’s $1.6 billion transportation 
bond issue, while the Ways and Means 
Committee of the upper chamber 
slated a first hearing today on a major 
industrial tax abatement plan. 
Members of the various committees 
convened Monday night to begin 
crucial hearings on the four proposed 
constitutional amendments Rhodes is 
asking the Democratic legislature to 
place on the June 3 primary ballot. The 
lawmakers have only until March 5 to 
act under a deadline imposed by law. 
Democrats, who had more time to 
study 
the 
governor’s 
sweeping 
economic program over the weekend, 
planned to offer amendments and 
substitutions. 
But the program was still intact 
after Monday night hearings. 
Changes could be offered today in 
the method proposed to finance bond 
issues suggested in the package. 
Democrats generally are backing 
away from Rhodes’ plan for a seven- 
tenths of a cent increase in the sales 
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tax contained in the big $2.5 billion 
bond issue. 
House Ways and Means Chairman 
George Tablack, D-52 Campbell, and 
others have indicated they would 
prefer to abandon the sales tax in­ 
crease in favor of some sort of com­ 
bination of state income and corporate 
franchise tax hikes. 
Tablack named himself chairman of 
the subcommittee considering the $2.5 
billion bond issue. Others on the panel 
are Reps. Dennis Eckart, D-18 Euclid; 
Marcus Roberto, D-62 Ravenna; 
Robert E. Netzley, R-81 I^aura, and 


Fred B Hadley, R-79 Bryan. 
Senate Judiciary Chairman David I,. 
Headley, D-28 Barberton, said he still 
wants more information about the 
funding of Rhodes’ $1.6 billion trans­ 
portation bond issue, which is before 
Headley’s committee. He is not con­ 
vinced, he said, that a proposed nine- 
tenths of a cent increase in the gasoline 
tax will fund the program over the 
envisioned 30-year period. 
The Senate held a brief floor session 
and conducted routine

Oil Cartel Meets, 
Freezes Prices

VIENNA, Austria (AP) - The 13- 
nation oil cartel met today to discuss 
proposals designed to minimize the 
loss of revenue due to the declining 
value of the dollar and the reduced 
demand for oil. But Iran’s delegate 
said he would oppose a price increase. 
“We have already decided to freeze 
the prices until the end of September, 
and we are not going back on that 
prom ise,” said Iranian Interior 
Minister Jamshid Amouzegar. 


Since the members of the Or­ 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries are paid for their oil in 
dollars, Kuwait proposed that they 
increase their prices in proportion to 
the decline in the value of the dollar in 
the five strongest European currencies 
and the Japanese yen. 
Algeria and Iraq proposed scrapping 
the dollar for oil payments and using a 
stronger but as yet unspecified single 
currency. 
Iran is still plugging its proposal to 
tie the price of oil to an inflation index 
based on the cost to the oil countries of 
the major commodities they buy from 
the industrial world. 
But the proposal likely to get the 
most attention — and cause the most 
controversy — is the recommendation 
by Kuwait, Algeria and Iran that the 13 
nations all cut production. 
The aim would be to shore up the 
present prices by mopping up the glut 
of oil caused by the world economic 
slowdown and conservation measures. 
Reportedly a majority of the countries 
support the proposal. But it is likely to 
be rejected by several governments 
who need every bit of oil revenue they 
can get. 
The Arab Press Service in Beirut 
reported IO days ago that production 
was alreadydown from IO to 20 per cent 
in five major members of OPEC. They 
included Iran ll per cent; Kuwait IO 
per cent; Iraq 14 per cent; libya 20 per 
cent; and Algeria 16-18 per cent. 
Another member of the cartel, Abu 
Dhabi, said at the time that its 
production had been cut 50 per cent, 
and observers said it might run short

of funds. I .ast week the sheikdom an­ 
nounced it had ordered the companies 
to return production to near-normal. 
Some OPEC officials complained 
that the preoccupation with revenues 
threatened to obscure the original 
purpose of the meeting. 
The current meeting was called to 
prepare for a conference of OPEC oil, 
finance and foreign ministers in 
Algiers March 1-3. That meeting is to 
make final preparations for the OPEC 
summit meeting March 4-6.

Across Ohio

Some flooding continued along the 
Hocking River in Hocking and Athens 
counties today, but most streams in 
eastern Ohio were receding after the 
heavy rains ended. 
The Hocking River crested at four 
feet above the 12-foot flood stage early 
today and was expected to rise to 
slightly above the 20-foot flood level at 
Athens this morning before receding. 
Th#1 sheriff’s departments in the two 
counties said some lowlying areas 
were flooded but no new evacuations 
were necessary. Monday more than 25 
families were evacuated from their 
homes at Rockbridge because of rising 
waters. 
Some flooding was reported along 
the Muskingum River Monday night. 
The river rose about a half-foot above 
the 11-foot flood stage at McCon- 
nellsville, but failed to reach an­ 
ticipated levels at Zanesville, the 
National Weather Service reported. 
The weather service said the river 
was expected to crest at 19.4 feet, 
about 1.4 feet below flood stage, at 
Zanesville this morning. 
The Scioto River was expected to 
crest at 9 feet above flood stage at 
Circleville today, 6.5 feet above flood 
level at Chillicothe Wednesday and 9.6 
feet above flood stage at Piketon early 
Thursday. 


were preparing to override Ford’s 
promised veto of a bill that delays the 
$3-a-barrel oil tariff, a key ingredient 
of his program. 
O’Neill said the House Democratic 
program would impose import quotas 
and retail gasoline taxes gradually 
over a two-year period, rebate some of 
those taxes, and provide incentives to 
purchase economy autos and insulate 
homes. 
The Senate program, as recently 
described by Sen. John O. Pastore, D- 
R.I., would gradually impose a 
gasoline tax when the unemployment 
rate subsides, encourage the purchase 
of economy autos and provide in­ 
centives to insulate buildings. 
Democrats in Congress say their 
programs share Ford’s goal of energy 
conservation but also take into account 
the national economic slump. They 
generally assert that Ford’s program 
of cutting energy use by driving up its 


price would aggravate the recession. 
Pastore, chairman of the Senate 
energy task force, and Rep. James 
Wright, D-Tex., chairman of the House 
counterpart, met Saturday and their 
staffs worked through the weekend in 
an effort to put the programs in final 
form. 
In a speech Monday to the Women’s 
National Democratic Club, O’Neill 
said the final recommendations of 
Wright’s task force are: 
—A quota on oil imports, cutting 
back daily imports by 350,000 barrels 
this year, 650,000 barrels in 1976 and I 
million barrels in 1977. The quotas 
would be put up for bids from oil- 
producing countries in hopes com­ 
petition will bring down the price. 
—A mandatory allocation system for 
gasoline, down to the service station 
levels, with an aim of cutting back con­ 
sumption by 5 per cent nationally.

Major Railroad 
Service Revamping 
Promoted By Group 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Railway Association will recommend 
Wednesday that passenger train 
service be upgraded on 17 major 
northeastern and midwestern routes, 
sources say. 
The USRA, which was set up by 
Congress to restructure bankrupt 
railroads in the Northeast into a profit- 
making corporation, will recommend 
that financially ailing railroads in the 
Northeast be consolidated into a 15,000- 
mile-long freight system. 
It also will recommend that 6,200 
miles of track in the region be aban­ 
doned or subsidized by the states and 
that Congress consider government 
ownership of bankrupt railroad lines. 
The USRA preliminary plan is to be 
unveiled Wednesday morning. It will 
be subject to public hearings and to 
review by Congress. 
The USRA report emphasizes that a 
massive expenditure of federal funds 
will be necessary to restore tracks in 
order to assure continuation of rail 
services. 
“The major feature of the plan is for 
a single 15,000 mile ConRail (the name 


given to the organization t)iat will run 
the reorganized railroads) system 
with the Norfolk & Western and the 
Chesapeake & Ohio given certain 
acquisition and operating rights into 
the Philadelphia and New York m ar­ 
kets,” one source said 
The Norfolk & Western and the 
Chesapeake & Ohio are profitable 
railroads and will not be included in 
the ConRail system. 
Another major feature of the plan 
recom m ends 
that 
freight 
and 
passenger trains be separated on the 
Boston to Washington corridor and 
that the passenger track be upgraded 
to allow high-speed Metroliner service. 
The plan also recommends that 16 
other routes be upgraded, although 
both passenger and freight trains 
would use the same track on those 
routes. 
Switching of the freight trains to 
other lines would allow Amtrak to 
upgrade its Metroliner service in the 
Northeast corridor without having to 
worry about heavy freight trains beat­ 
ing down upgraded track or slowing 
passenger trains.

NEW YORK (AF) - Profit taking 
and concern over the position of a New 
York state agency’s securities drove 
the stock market into another broad 
decline today. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was down 15.10 at 721.84 
after a drop of 12.83 Monday, and 
losers overwhelmed gainers by more 
than a 6-1 margin on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 
Brokers said some of the selling 
appeared to represent a spillover of 
unhappiness from the bond markets, 
where prices fell sharply on the threat 
of default on bond anticipation notes of 
New York’s Urban Development Corp. 
New York Gov. Hugh Carey said late 
Monday he had been unable to per­ 
suade banks to come to the aid of the 
state agency. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index fell .92 to 76.45 
Analysts said the m arket's steep and 
almost uninterrupted climb since late 
last year had left it vulnerable to a 
selloff. Monday’s drop of better than 12 
points in the Dow apparently was 
taken as a signal by investors that such 
a technical pullback was at hand. 
The Big Board’s composite index 
slumped 80 to 42.31.

Teays Valley Board Adopts Negotiation 
Package, Ups All Personnel Salaries 


The 
Teays 
Valley 
Board 
of 
Education officially adopted and 
reduced to writing the results of 
negotiations with 
the teachers' 
organization at Monday’s regular 
meeting of the board. These com­ 
m ittm ents which were approved 
earlier by the negotiating team and the 
board will be effective for the 1976-76 
contract year 
I^ocal superintendent Benis Lutz 
said the package provided for 
basically a ten per cent raise for both 
the certificated and non-certificated 
staff members. 
Under the new salary scheduled 
adopted by the board, the starting 
salary of a beginning teacher with a 
bachelor’s degree is $7,700. 
That 
column of the schedule will peak at 
$11,088 after ll years experience 
credit. For teachers with 150 hours of 
college credit, the beginning salary is 
$8,008 and the top after ll years is 
$11,820. 
The top of the salary schedule for 
non-degree teachers is $9,240 and Lutz 
said there were only two teachers in 
the district falling into that category' 
and they were both at the top of the 
scale according to years credit. 
Teachers in the district with a 
m aster’s degree will begin at $8,470. 
The maximum salary after 12 years 
credit is $13,090. The board did not 
adopt a scale for any training above a 
master s degree nor did it include a 
longevity clause for years after ll on 
the two lower levels and 12 on the 
m aster’s degree leve. 
Lutz said the rate of yearly in­ 
crement 
on 
this 
scale 
for 
the 
bachelor’s degree is $308; 
for a 
m aster's degree, $385; for 150 hours 
training, $347. 
The second item under the contract 
package provides for life insurance 
policies covering each staff member 
with $5,000 effective Sept. I. 
Sick leave accumulation which had 
been set at 120 days was increased to a 
maximum accumulation of 150 hours. 
Teachers will earn these days at the 
rate of 14 per month beginning also 
Sept I. 
Another item of the package in­ 
cluded the board’s granting sup­ 
plemental contracts to teachers who 
complete course work in an approved 
pattern at the rate of $20 per quarter 
hour and $30 per semester hour. Such 
course work shall be approved by the 
superintendent and the board of 
education. 
All such payments will be made 
after completion of the course and 
after complete documentation is 
furnished 
the 
superintendent. 
Teachers must have completed at 


least one full year with the sy stem and 
must have made a commitment 
beyond the July IO deadline for the 
second year with the district to qualify 
for the supplemental contract. 
The present personal leave policy 
will be rewritten to be called an 
emergency leave policy as a result of 
the negotiations with the teachers. The 
policy’s qualifying specifics will be 
listed as a part of that written policy 
and requests which do not identify to 
any one of the specifics listed must be 
presented to and be considered by the 
board of education 
Requests falling into the specific 
categories may be approved by the 
superintendent and others must be 
approved by the board before the leave 
is taken. 
Items in the package which dealt 
with money including the salary in­ 
crease, life insurance and sup­ 
plemental pay for additional hours 
would not have been part of the 
program if the $40 per pupil state 
funding had not been approved. Lutz 
said this morning that if the bill had 
not become law, the starting salary in 
the district would have been $7,500. 
The board also adopted a new salary’ 
schedule for each job classification for 
non-certificated personnel including 
secretaries, bus driver, study hall and 
library aides, custodians, m ain­ 
tenance people and cafeteria workers. 
An overall percentage of increase 
was ten per cent but as Lutz said some 
of the jobs received less than a ten per 
cent increase while others received 
more. 
In routine business, the board ap­ 
proved an investment in line with the 
procedure as established at the 
January' board meeting. 
The board also agreed to support the 
Eastland Joint Vocational Board's 
position with regards to the state board 
signing Hamilton Local School District 
to the Eastland jointure. The position 
is that Hamilton is one of the few 
districts 
in 
the 
state 
which 
is 
unassigned. Eastland Board maintains 
that until they have another building, 
they choose not to accept Hamilton as 
it would impose a burden on each of the 
present participating districts.

Teays Valley and the othei boards in 
Snow Storm Rakes 
Upper Valley Areas

Light snow from the Great Lakes to 
the Tennessee Valley was all that 
remained today of a late-winter storm 
that had closed schools and businesses 
and hobbled traffic in the upper 
Mississippi Valley. 
The storm buried parts of five states 
under 7 to 15 inches of snow Sunday 
night and Monday and the digging out 
continued today. 
The storm concentrated its punch 
along a path that began in Missouri 
and spread rapidly into adjacent areas 
of western Illinois, eastern Iowa, 
southwestern Wisconsin and south­ 
eastern Minnesota. The snow was 
accompanied by 25-to 50-mile-per-hour 
winds in some cases. 
Skies began clearing over Missouri 
late Monday, but most of the state's 
big cities declared another school 
holiday due to snow-clogged roads. 
While most major highways in the 
storm belt were open early today, 
many secondary roads rem ained 
closed. Road crews worked through 
the night in many areas. 
Rain continued in the Northeast 
today. New York City measured 
nearly 2 inches of rain since Monday 
morning. 
The National Weather Service said 
heavy rain and melting snow have 
brought many streams out of their 
banks from the middle Mississippi 
Valley through the Ohio Valley and 
into the Northeast. 
Two to three inches of rain over 
northern Arkansas and southern 
Missouri in recent days brought a 
sharp rise in the Black River of nor­ 
theast Arkansas. The stream was 5.3 
feet above the 14-foot flood stage at 
Black Rock, where a crest of 20 feet 
was expected. 
Minor flooding also developed in 
parts of Pennsylvania as a result of 
heavy weekend rains, and LL Gov. 
Ernest Kline alerted agencies across 
the state to be prepared to act in the 
event of more heavy rains. 
Unseasonably mild weather in the 
30s and 40s prevailed from the upper 


Mississippi Valley to the north and 
Middle Atlantic coast. Cooler-than- 
normal conditions ranged from the 
Plains into the Southeast. 
Fair skies stretched over most of the 
country from the 
Pacific to the 
Mississippi Valley. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 4 at Idaho Falls, Idaho, to 70 at 
Key West, Fla.

Rhodes spoke before an estimated 
500 community leaders Monday. He 
expressed confidence that all four 
parts of his multimillion-dollar state 
improvement package would pass, if 
on the ballot, some by as much as 80 
per cent of the vote. 


He said the program is directed at 
employment. The major benefits, he 
said, would be to “get people to work, 
get them off welfare and cut down the 
crime rate.” 


He said other states have im­ 
plemented tax incentives for industry 
so successfully that it has resulted in a 
“mass exodus of industry from Ohio. 
“We’re going to bring some of the 
industries back,” he said.

South Vietnam M ay Survive W ithout Aid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Kenneth 
E. 
K rouse finds himself jammed 
between file cases and computers, and 
he can’t move in either direction all the 
way. 
The new administrator of the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation 
wants to automate but his giant in­ 
surance operation doesn’t permit a 
completely electronic program. 


“ There 
will 
remain 
a 
lot 
of 
legitimate hand operation,” the 49- 
year-old administrator said. 


The bureau is one of the state’s 
largest insurance operations. It paid 
about 400,000 claims and $225 million 
last year. 


“ This is a huge casualty insurance 
company,” said Krouse, who in­ 
troduces himself as a small town 
lawyer despite his record as former 
secretary to Gov. C. William O’Neill, 
as assitant attorney general, ad­ 
ministrative jobs in universities, along 
with investment counseling and real 
estate development. 
About half of the state’s 4.6 million 
workers covered by workmen’s in­ 
surance fall 
into accounts ad­ 


ministered by the bureau. 
The remainder are covered under 
self-insurance programs administered 
by 431 large corporations, Krouse said. 
The bureau gets the money to pay 
claims by levying rates against ap­ 
proximately 250,000 employers. 
The 
rates, 
which 
fall 
in 
238 
categories, are assigned according to 
claim experiences with individual 
employers. 
Krouse sees his new job as ad­ 
ministrator as one in which he strives 
for “ good systems management” in 
overseeing the work of the bureau's 900 
employes in 16 regional offices. 
“ The administrator of the fund is in 
charge of seeing that payments, such 
as death and injury benefits, are made 
fairly and equitably,” he said. 
The record-keeping job is huge. 
“ There are people and papers and 
files, files, files, files,” he said. 
Computerization can greatly relieve 
much of the paperwork load, Krouse 
said, but each claims case still 
requires an individual file of papers for 
review in the bureau’s various di­ 
visions. 
There will be computers, but there 
will be a lot of papers and files, too.

A difference in priorities between 
majority Democrats in the legislature 
and minority 
Republicans 
and 
Governor Rhodes is, and will probably 
continue to be, a major source of 
controversy in state government. The 
question of priorities - which programs 
receive what funds - arises in deter­ 
mining which problems confronting 
Ohio most need urgent attention, and 
how they can best be solved.

The most unpleasant reminder of 
excessive partisanship is the first 
week of the 111th General Assembly, 
the so-called “ Six Day War.” Although 
Ohioans are staggering under the 
combined load of energy and housing 
shortages, inflation, and unem­ 
ployment, Democrats were con­ 
cerned solely with ramming through 
six partisan bills before Governor 
Rhodes took office. Valuable time was 
wasted that could have been better 
spent tackling the sagging economy. 
A question of priorities was also at 
the center of the recent controversy 
over the $91 million supplemental 
appropriation for primary, secondary, 
and vocational education. While the

Ohio student was not at issue, the 
means of achieving that goal was.

Pope Paul VI

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI says his studio window presents “ a 
panorama of very different events; 
some of them are agitated, threat­ 
ening, painful; others are consoling 
and promising.” 
Among the disturbing events: crime, 
social unrest, inflation, recession and 
“ new sources of international armed 
conflicts.” 
But he said there are also the con­ 
soling events — among them a meeting 
Saturday with cyclists in the Tour of 
Sardinia race. The Pope, a cyclist him­ 
self in his youth, was presented with a 
bicycle and a cyclist’s jersey by two 
experts, one Belgian and one Italian. 
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surplus state funds should be applied 
in the upcoming budget under a new 
school subsidy formula recommended 
by a bi-partisan Education Review 
Committee to insure better long-term 
school financing. Governor Rhodes 
contends that any surplus funds ap­ 
propriated for education should go 
directly to teachers and other school 
personnel to ease the bite of inflation. 
However, Governor Rhodes allowed 
the bill, which does neither of these 
things, to become law without his 
signature in order to avoid further 
partisan strife. 
Governor Rhodes has clearly set 
forth his number one priority of 
bringing prosperity back to Ohio. His 
daring four-point development plan is 
a revolutionary approach aimed 
squarely at unemployment and the 
squalor and misery it produces. These 
proposals, two of which were in­ 
troduced in the House last week and 
two in the Senate, must pass with 
three-fifths approval of both bodies 
and be filed with the Secretary of State 
by March 5 to be on the June 3rd 
primary ballot. 
The legislature must act quickly 
and fairly to meet this deadline, not 
only to get people out of the unem­ 
ployment lines and back to work, but 
also to qualify Ohio for available 
federal funds. For instance, although 
President Ford recently released $2 
billion in federal transportation funds 
other states may grab much of Ohio’s 
share because our state Department of 
Transportation does not have the 
required matching funds. Fewer 
federal dollars mean fewer jobs for 
Ohioans, which must not be allowed to 
happen. 
Governor Rhodes’ top priority is the 
livelihood of all Ohioans. It must be 
treated responsibly in the Legislature, 
or the people will be the losers. While it 
is doubtful that his proposals will clear 
both chambers exactly as they were 
submitted, they*form a well-integrated 
package for economic development 
and should not be picked apart for the 
sake of special interests or par­ 
tisanship. Since Rhodes’ proposals call 
for over $4 billion in investments and 
construction contracts many com­ 
panies, persons, areas, and political 
subdivisions will be vying for the 
largest possible share of funds. I will, 
of course, push vigorously for every 
program that will benefit this district, 
but by the same token the people of 
Ohio have a right to demand a fair and 
equitable implementation of the 
Governor’s proposals. 


SAIGON (AP) — South Vietnam can 
survive without supplemental military 
aid from the United States, but its 
ammunition stocks would fall to a dan­ 
gerously low level by June if fighting 
gets worse, according to Western 
political and military analysts here. 
At the same time, they said, North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong have 
enough stockpiles on hand to sustain 
an offensive for more than a year. 


These sources say that twothirds of 
the $300 million irv supplemental aid 
requested from Congress by President 
Ford for .South Vietnam would go for 
ammunition and fuel, the rest for an 
assortment of items such as spare 
parts, communications equipment and 
medical supplies. 
“ I don’t think the country will 
collapse if they don’t get the sup­ 
plemental aid,” one of these sources 
said, “ but their ammunition stocks 
would fall to a dangerously low level 
by June if there is a high level of 
fighting in the next few months.” 


The $700 million Congress approved 
for South Vietnam for the fiscal year 
that began last July I will run out by 
June 30. In his budget for the fiscal 
year 1976 beginning next July I, Ford 
is seeking $975 million for South 
Vietnam. 
While some congressional leaders 
say it is doubtful that the supplemental 
aid will be approved, analysts say it is 
unlikely that all aid would be ter­ 
minated. Even if it were, South 
Vietnam has some limited financial 
resources, reportedly up to $300 
million, including dollar and gold 
reserves. 


If the supplemental aid is rejected, 
analysts say, South Vietnam would 
simply have to get by until July I when 
it could start draping funds for the 
new fiscal year. 
Western diplomats say that since the 
signing of the ceasefire agreement in 
January 1973, the United States has not 
replaced equipment for the South 
Vietnamese on a one-to-one basis as 
allowed under terms of the accords, 
with international supervision. 
Except for about 30 advanced F5E 
jet fighter-bombers and some vehicles, 
the United States has not purchased or 
replaced heavy war equipment such as 
tanks and artillery since the signing of 
the agreement, diplomats say. 


But it is known that a few months 
before the signing — when it became 
evident that an agreement was near — 
the United States rushed in hundreds 
of tons of equipment, including air­ 
craft and tanks, in an effort to beef up 
the South Vietnamese. 
Western sources say that since the 
cease-fire North Vietnam has heavily 
beefed up its forces while South 
Vietnamese forces have declined, 
although they still outnumber the 
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North in manpower and equipment. 
The South Vietnamese have lost 
more than 30,000 soldiers killed and th* 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese about 
an equal number since the ceasefire 
pact, according to the Saigon govern­ 
ment. 
According to U.S. sources, South 
Vietnam still has a 2-1 advantage in 
military manpower, 3-1 in artillery' and 
an air superiority, but “ the military 
balance is shifting toward North 
Vietnam.” 
Western diplomats say 
North 
Vietnamese stockpiles in the South 
“ are now estimated to be sufficient to 
sustain a military offensive of the 1972 
campaign’s intensity for wel over a 
year. Additional large stockpiles 
situated in extreme southern North 
Vietnam are available for rapid 
transfer ... South.” 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
maintains that the reduction in U.S. 
military aid, from a requested $1.4 
billion for the current fiscal year to 
$700 million, had reduced the combat 
efficiency of the South Vietnamese 
armed forces by 60 per cent. 
The North Vietnamese have won 
back virtually all of the territory once 
held by U.S. forces, much of it during 
the big 1972 Easter offensive, including 
large chunks of Quang Tri Province in 
the far northern sector of South 
Vietnam. 
“ The Communist side probably 
controls as much land as the govern­ 
ment,” says one analyst. But, he 
claims, the government controls 90 per 
cent or more of South Vietnam’s 20 
million population. 
Analysts do not anticipate a 
nationwide general offensive by the 
North Vietnamese to seek a military 
victory but they predict they will keep 


up pressure. 
“ They don’t feel they really need a 
military- victory,” one said. “ They are 
uncertain how the U.S. reaction would 
be to an across-the-border invasion. 
Ifs easier to keep a low profile, not 


attract as much attention It might 
take longer but it is much safer and 
more economical to keep the pressure 
on in hopes of collapsing the govern­ 
ment on its own weaknesses and 
forcing Thieu to resign.”

The 
scientist generally is blamed 


loudly and in public for the ills 
of the world, but he is among 
the 
missing 
when 
the 
accolades for accomplishment 
are handed out. 


The 
scientist 
has 
been 
castigated for creating the 
family of nuclear weapons, but 
at this reading nuclear energy 
appears to be the device which 


will lead the industrial world 
out of the energy abyss. 


Science similarly is blamed 
for 
creating 
the 
machines 
which 
produced 
the 
environmental 
crisis, 
but 
science also is responsible for 
perfecting 
the 
clean-up 
devices. 


Similarly, if there is an 
answer to rapidly depleting 
raw material stockpiles in the 
world, science is going to have 
to find it. Whether the answer 


lies 
in 
mining 
deep sea 
mineral reserves or finding 
ways of converting plentiful 
natural materials to a more 
useful state, it is science which 
will do it. 
In medicine, a field in which 
science has made enormous 
strides, the horizon beckons 
new laboratory and diagnostic 
breakthroughs. The history of 
civilization’s 
progress 
is 
intertwined 
with 
science,

NEW YORK — Have been asked by 
a source close to Upper Volta financial 
circles to give further explanation of 
exactly what Dr. Henry Kissinger 
accomplished on his most recent trip.

NEW YORK (AP) - An MIT 
economist w ho was among the first to 
call for a $20 billion tax cut now has 
raised 
his 
estimate 
to 
a 
“con­ 
servative” $30 billion to $40 billion “in 
order to avert disaster.” 
His suggestion came in a harsh 
criticism of the Ford administration 
program which he said would raise 
prices, 
increase 
unemployment, 
reduce output, raise the budget deficit 
and favor public over free enterprise 
growth. 
Franco Modigliani, a professor of 
international finance and economics at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
who made the statement, also is 
presidentelect of the prestigious 
American Economic Association. 
In an interview, Modligiani said he 
wished to express "my astonishment 
and great disillusionment” with the 
Ford program, which he said is widely 
held by economists to be inconsistent 
and even contradictory in goals and 
approach. 
His tax-cut recommendation is 
predicated on the assumption that the 
adm inistration’s proposal for $30 
billion in higher fuel taxes will not take 
effect. 
One-half the reduction would come 
in a permanent cut in income taxes, 
Modigliani said, and the other half as a 
reduction in employe and employer 
contributions to Social Security. 
‘ What is needed now is a strong 
fiscal stimulus,” he said. The Social 
Security tax reduction “would put 
more spending money immediately in 
the hands of workers, reduce employer 
costs of doing business and tend to 
reduce prices.” 
He said Congress should take over 
the stabilization program from the

administration, whose program is ill­ 
conceived and poorly structured. 
If you ask a competant economist for 
a plan that would worsen the nation’s 
economic ills, Modigliani said, he 
would say : 
“ Put a heavy tax on some major 
commodity, such as oil. Make sure 
that the dollars collected by this tax 
are not returned to the people. Get 
people out of work in the private sector 
and rehire them in the public sector. 
Institute a tight monetary policy and 
then subsidize investments. Increase 
the cost of food stamps and don’t let 
Social Security payments increase 
with prices.” 
That, he said, is the Ford program. 
Modigliani said the administration’s 
most sought-after target is higher 
unemployment “because they think 
that’s the only way to fight inflation. 
That is unacceptable, both in the short 
run and the long run.” 
“There is little evidence that in­ 
creasing unemployment to 9 per cent 
from 6 per cent gives anything in the 
way of reducing inflation,” he said. He 
suggested an interim goal of under 6 
per cent unemployment. 
The administration is making the 
error of try ing to wipe out inflation too 
quickly, he said. 
“ Let’s aim at 
reasonable unemployment and in­ 
flation will gradually go. We shouldn’t 
try to make it disappear overnight.”

The Rev. John T. Frazer, executive 
director of the Metropolitan Area 
Church Board, said the visit is being 
challenged by the Rev. Carl Mclntire, 
president of the conservative Inter­ 
national Council of Christian Chur­ 
ches.

I have sciatica. I’m at the end of my 
rope because of the sharp pains 
shooting down my leg. I would gladly

surgery. 
Are 
there 
specialists who operate for this con­ 
dition? 
Mr. G.G.,Mass. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
The sciatic nerve, which runs the 
length of the back of the thigh and leg, 
is vulnerable to injury, inflammation 
and infection. 
The causes are almost limitless for 
injury to this nerve. Herniated disks of 
the spine, arthritis, tumors, poor 
posture, sitting in one position for a 
long period of time are but a few of the 
causes. 
Some cases of sciatica have been 
ascribed to chronic alcoholism, lead 
poisoning and even syphilis. 
I mention these to emphasize the 
fact that the basic cause of sciatica 
must be firmly established before 
treatment is begun. It is apparent that 
if you, in your desperation to find 
relief, were to submit to some kind of 
surger)', the likelihood of cure is 
minimal. 
The way to approach your problem 
is to track down its cause with your 
doctor, 
a 
bone specialist and a 


neurologist, lf, in their combined 
judgment, they feel surgery is in­ 
dicated they will recommend it. There 
are now many conservative ways to 
manage sciatica 
These m ethods 
should be exhausted before any radical 
approach is considered. 


Are there any new anti-allergy drugs 
that are effective without causing 
severe drowsiness? 
Miss F. R., Ky. 
Dear Miss R.: 
There are dozens of antihistamine, 
or anti-allergy drugs. Each is made by 
a different 
manufacturer. Each is 
colored and packaged differently. In 
essence, however, their chem ical 
composition is almost identical. 
For some strange reason, some 
people are not made drowsy by one 
drug, but may be made drowsy by 
another. Doctors find it difficult to 
explain why a man who weighs 200 
pounds will become sleepy with a 
small quantity of the same drug that 
does not affect a young child. 
For this reason, doctors frequently 
change from one anti-histamine to 
another, hoping to find for their patient 
one that will be effective and yet 
reduce the annoyance of drowsiness.

the needs of the people. Socialist 
governments draw up plans covering 
the entire economy. They are drawn 
up with maximum participation of the 
people, from the shop level on up. 
When technically accurate, these 
plans are achieved because they 
harmonize the interests of all, because 
there are no conflicts arising from 
exploitation of workers and from 
destructive competition. 
A socialist government is based on 
all-around democracy, starting with 
economic democracy. The more the 
people participate in running their own 
economy, the more firmly people’s 
power is established, the more suc­ 
cessful a socialist America will be.

While that rather picturesque ex­ 
pression may or may not be true, a lot 
of successful folks connected with the 
multi-billion dollar horse industry 
would argue with it, and it ceases to be 
a laughing matter when racetrack 
operators are faced with what to do 
with what the horses drop during the 
course of a day’s business

WASHINGTON (AP) 
l ivestock 
producers have fed a record amount of 
hay to cattle this season in an effort to 
trim the use of higher-priced grain 
rations. The greater demand has 
caused hay prises to soar. 
According to Agriculture 
De­ 
partm ent 
feed 
specialists, 
the 
“disappearance” or use of hay since 
the crop’s marketing year began last 
May I totaled a record 67.3 million tons 
through Dec. 31. During the same eight 
months of the 1973-74 season, about 65.3 
million tons were consumed. 
F urther, says the departm ent’s 
Economic Research Service, the total 
supply of hay — meaning all types — 
was the smallest in three years, a total 
of 152.5 million tons, compared with 
159.1 million in 1973-74. The main 
reason was that the 1974 hay crop was 
down nearly six per cent from 1973’s 
record of 134.8 million tons to 127 mil­ 
lion tons 
“ Reasons for the heavy usage of hay 
this season are the record num ber of 
cattle on hand outside of feedlots and 
unfavorable feeding ratios that caused 
beef and milk producers to use more 
local roughages in relation to pur­ 
chases of grain 
and 
other 
con­ 
centrates,” the agency said in a new 
feed situation report. 
Also, the report said, ranges and 
pastures were in poorer condition last 
year in some areas, meaning that 
livestock 
required 
supplem ental 
feeding. 
Nationally, baled hay last May 
averaged a record high of $54 per ton 
and has not dropped much since. It 
averaged slightly more than $50 per 
ton in January and probably will 
average close to that for the entire 
1974-75 season which ends on April 30. 
“ Prices are higher this season in all 
states except Idaho, Montana and 
Washington where hay production 
exceeded 1973’s drought-reduced 
levels,” the report said. 
By May I, the start of a new hay 
year, reserve stocks are expected to be 
reduced to below the 25.5 million tons 
on hand last spring, officials said.

I tablespoon cornstarch 
8 tablespoons sugar 
30-ounce can unpeeled apricot halves 
in heavy syrup 
1 cup cake flour, fork-stir well to 
aerate before measuring 
m teaspoons baking powder 
h teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
6 tablespoons milk 
In a medium saucepan stir together 
the cornstarch and 6 tablespoons of the 
sugar. Drain apricots; gradually stir I 
and l-3rd cups of the apricot syrup into 
the cornstarch mixture until smooth; 
add apricots; cook over moderate 
heat, stirring constantly, until boiling 
and clear; keep hot. 
In a medium mixing bowl stir 
together the flour, remaining 2 
tablespoons sugar, baking powder and 
salt; with a pastry blender cut in 
butter until particles are fine; with a 
fork stir in milk, mixing as little as 
possible. Turn hot apricot mixture into 
an 8-inch-square cake pan or dish; 
drop batter from a teaspoon in 12 small 
mounds, spacing evenly, over hot 
apricot mixture. Bake in a preheated 
425-degree oven 25 to 30 minutes. Serve 
hot. Makes 6 servings.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Controlling Board has been criticized 
by a member for taking telephone 
votes on emergency matters in ap­ 
parent violation of state law. 
State Rep. Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-68 
Bonnieville, said Monday the votes 
apparently violate the state's open 
meeting law, and added that he doesn’t 
want to participate in them in the 
future.

Controlling Board 
Won't Fund Probe 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Controlling Board has refused to fund 
a 
special 
grand jury 
probe 
of 
organized crime in Clark County, 
saying it needs more time for one 
member to study the request. 


The attorney general requested 
$30,000 Monday to pay for expenses of 
the special grand jury. But state Sen. 
Max H. Dennis, R-10 Wilmington, 
asked the board to defer the request 
for two weeks. 


Dennis, who represents Clark 
County and is a member of the board, 
said he needs to consult with local law 
enforcement officials on their view of 
state authorities stepping in. 
Dennis also noted the request came 
in the form of an emergency request 
and was not on the board’s printed 
agenda. 
“This is a total surprise to me,”

Dennis said. “This is kind of a slap in 
the face to the local people. 
The objective may be admirable, but 
I don’t want to vote for it," he said. 
The board then agreed to delay the 
request as Dennis wished. 
The action came despite warnings 
by Asst. Atty. Gen. Ben Espy, chief of 
the criminal activities division, that 
delays could jeopardize cases the at­ 
torney general has prepared. 
“We want to move on this as soon as 
possible," Espy said. 
The probe began last August under 
instructions from former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan, Espy said. It culminated in 
raids of 36 county bars, restaurants 
and pool halls on Dec. 30 by a state 
strike force. 
Espy said coin-operated gambling 
devices were confiscated during the 
raids, and have been under analysis 
since then. 
He said the attorney general has 
determined there is sufficient evidence 
to prosecute and wants to take the case 
before a grand jury quickly. 
Espy added that a regular grand 
jury could not be used because the 
evidence is too extensive. He said a 
regular county grand jury has too 
many routine matters to consider the 
evidence full-time, so a special grand 
jury is needed. 
Dennis 
noted 
editorials 
by 
Springfield newspapers have criticized 
the attorney general’s investigation. 
But Espy said the editorials “are not 
true. 
They 
discussed 
pinball 
operations. The machines that were 
seized are classified under both 
federal and state statutes as gambling 
devices.” 
Dennis maintained, however, that a 
two-week delay would not hurt the 
probe and would give him time to 
consult with local officials.

Despite additions to the 
playoff format this season, 
the Los Angeles Lakers, 
Milwaukee Bucks and New 
York Knicks — regular post­ 
season participants — are 
heading for subtraction from 
this year’s National Bas­ 
ketball Association playoffs. 
The I.akers, who have not 
missed the post-season com­ 
petition since moving to I*os 
Angeles from Minneapolis in 
1960, are in the biggest 
danger of being eliminated. 
They are in last place in the 
five-team Pacific Division of 
the Western Conference.

WFL Not Dead; 
2nd Try Coming 


By CRAIG AMMERMAN 
AP Sports Writer 
There are increasing signs 
that the World Football 
league will attempt to play a 
second season although it will 
probably be on a smaller 
scale with fewer teams and 
fewer name players. 
The league has given itself 
another month to find at least 
eight groups of owners willing 
to lose millions while they 
fight for the credibility and 
recognition that was so 
totally destroyed in the 
W F L ’s 
incredible 
first 
season, when it lost in excess 
of $20 million. 
If there is a second season 
— a possibility that was very 
remote a few months ago — it 
will be a singular tribute to 
the energies and organizing 
abilities of Chris Hemmeter, 
an Hawaiian land developer 
whose W FL team lost about 


$3.5 million last fall. 
That may have made Hem- 
meter’s club the biggest one- 
year losing proposition in the 
history of sport, and now he’s 
back for more as league 
president. But he claims it 
will be different this time. 
For one thing, Hemmeter, 
operating 
under 
a 
reorganization 
plan 
he 
devised, is requiring all 
teams to place in escrow an 
amount variously reported at 
between $650,000 and $1.5 mil­ 
lion. This is designed to guar­ 
antee operating expenses and 
avoid the series of financial 
collapses 
that 
were 
so 
prominent last season. 
Sources say Shreveport, 
La., Portland, Ore., B ir­ 
mingham, Ala., Anaheim, 
Calif., Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Honolulu are likely sites 
for W FL franchises. Others 
which have some possibility 


of being around are Tulsa, 
Okla., Memphis, Tenn., and 
New York City. 
Some of the current maneu­ 
vering involves placing the 
franchise which owns the 
rights to former Miami 
Dolphins’ I*arry Csonka, Jim 
Kiick and Paul Warfield. 
The league is losing some of 
the name National Football 
league players it signed, 
such as Ken Stabler and Ted 
Hendricks, and it may lose 
some of its own best players, 
such as rookies Booker 
Brown and James McAlister 
of Southern California. 
Thus it is critical for the 
W FL to get the most exposure 
for the three ex-Dolphins, and 
that may be done by placing 
that franchise in New York. 
But the city has no suitable 
place for that team to play so 
it may locate at Yale Bowl in 
New Haven, Conn. 
Rookie Red Hurler 
Getting Involved 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP)-When 
Pat Darcy, rookie pitcher for 
the Cincinnati Reds, realized 
there was more to life than 
baseball, he decided to get 
involved. 
“ We should be doing some­ 
thing to help people,” he re­ 
members telling a teammate 
last year. 
So he went to work for a 
mental health center in 
Arizona 
during the 
off­ 
season. 
The 24-year-old Troy, Ohio 
native found the experience 
so 
rewarding 
that 
he’s 
changing his major in politics 
to a degree “ In rehabilitation 
or some related field.” 
Darcy, who marked his 
only major league start with 
a 6-2 victory over Atlanta last 
September, 
came 
away 
from the summer job con­ 
vinced he was contributing to 
society in a more meaningful 


manner. 
“ That first day I didn’t 
know what to expect,” he 
recalled. “ I even hedged at 
first. I took the job but I told 
the people at the hospital that 
I wasn’t sure how long I’d be 
in town, just in case I wanted 
to get out.” 
He served as recreation di­ 
rector at the South Arizona 
Mental Health Center. 
‘‘I became attached to 
them,” said Darcy, who was 
just two semesters away 
from obtaining his degree in 
government at the University 
of Arizona. He’s presently 
attempting to win a spot on 
the Reds pitching staff. 
He put his athletic back­ 
ground to work with a group 
of 
patients—men 
and 
women— ranging in age from 
20 to 60. 
“ Many were suffering from 
severe depression and some 


were schizophrenic. They had 
no confidence and they didn’t 
want to do anything,” Darcy 
said. 


He organized volleyball 
teams, set up touch football 
games and for the older 
patients there was ping pong 
and shuffleboard. 


At first the games were met 
with cold stares and little re­ 
sponse. 


Disappointed, 
Darcy 
strived harder to gain in­ 
volvement. 


“ I was actually getting to 
the point where some of them 
were building confidence in 
themselves. 


“ Seeing them can make 
you understand a lot about 
yourself and make you 
realize you have a lot going 
for you,” he said.

NEW YORK (AP) - On 
March 14, CBS starts showing 
‘‘We’ll Get By,” a half-hour 
situation comedy series about 
a New Jersey family. But the 
show’s creator won’t be able 
to see its national premiere. 
He says he’ll be busy that 
night, supervising the taping 
of the pilot of another series 
he wrote and hopes to sell to 
NBC. 
But in June, writer Alan 
Alda resumes his better- 
known acting career as 
Hawkeye when “M-A-S-H” 
cranks up for its fourth 
season. 
Right now, Alda is drum- 
beating for “We’ll Get By,” 
originally scheduled to start 
on CBS last September. It 
was dropped from the 1974-75 
lineup when a federal court 
delayed the start of revised 
prime time access rules for 
network programming at 
night. 
The show was hastily put 
back in the CBS lineup last 
week when the network 
decided “Khan,” a detective 
series installed as a mid­ 
season replacement, was a 
flop and ordered it axed after 
four shows. 
Alda said CBS program­ 
ming chief Fred Silverman 
notified him of CBS’ Friday 
night program change only 
last week “and we’ve been in 
high gear ever since, trying to 
snap into action.” 
“I guess he (Silverman) 


felt a pressing need to do 
something 
about 
Friday 
night. He made a very fast 
series of decisions, so we had 
to go right to work to let the 
audience know we’re opening 
up then.” 
Fortunately for Alda, 13 
“We’ll 
Get 
By” 
shows 
already are in the can. All he 
has to do is publicize the 
series and hope it survives in 
its time slot against NBC’s hit 
“Chico and the Man” series. 


He also has to worry later 
about whether NBO will buy 
his proposed new series, the 
pilot of which he said he 
began 
writing just last 
December after “M-A-S-H” 
finished production for the 
season. 
The new project, as yet un­ 
titled, is a situation comedy 
starring Jack Weston as a 
lawyer “who just borders on 
shadiness while trying to earn 
a living as best he can,” Alda 
said. 


The 39-year-old actor, in­ 
terviewed by phone from the 
New Jersey home he shares 
with his wife, three daughters 
and typewriter, said he’s not 
writing additional scripts for 
his ambulance-chaser just 
yet. 
“ No, 
all 
we’re 
con­ 
centrating on right now is the 
pilot,” he said. “If NBC is 
interested in seeing more 
material after that, then of 
course we can do it.

Jury Decides 
Wrongful 
Death Suits 


The jury which was seated Monday 
morning to hear the plaintiff’s case for 
wrongful death actions returned to the 
courtroom shortly after 4 p.m. with 
verdicts in favor of John William Van 
Sickle. 
Van Sickle, represented by Ty ack, 
Scott and Colley, was seeking damages 
in the amount of $250,000 for the loss of 
his wife, Charlotte Van Sickle, and 
damages in the amount of $150,000 for 
the loss of his son John Douglas Van 
Sickle. The two had been shot and 
killed on Jan. 20, 1973 by Denver 
Eugene Meade who was named 
defendant in the action. 
The plaintiff’s attorney asked the 
court early in the trial to amend the 
complaint to include funeral expenses 
for both the deceased as separate 
causes of action. 
A verdict was returned in the case 
seeking judgment for the death of Mrs. 
Van Sickle in the amount of $230,000 
compensatory damages and $30,000 
punitive damages. The jury also 
granted judgment to the plaintiff 
against Meade in the amount of 
$1,385.16 for the funeral expenses of 
Charlotte Ann Van Sickle.

damages was awarded Van Sickle for 
the death of his teenage son in the 
amount of $30,000. The jury also 
allowed judgment in the amount of 
$50,000 for punitive damages in this 
case and $1,378.16 for the funeral ex­ 
penses for the boy. 
Meade was not represented by 
counsel during the civil trial.
